BUILDING TRADES TAUGHT HERE- 
Vocational Educational Program Launched In County Schools 


A new vocational education 
program has been started 
this year in Jones County 
with five Independent School 
Districts joining together in a 
Cooperative 
V ocational 
Education Expansion pro­ 
gram. 
Taking part in the new 
program are the Anson, 
Hamlin, Hawley, Lueders- 
Avoca and Stamford school 
districts. The program is 
being directed by Douglas 
Cook, cooperative vocational 
director for Jones County. 
Under the new program 
three schools within the 
county have made available 
vocational programs for the 
1976-77 school year with 
students 
from 
all 
five 
districts taking part. The 
programs being offered in­ 
clude 
Vocational 
Office 
Education being taught in 
Anson, Auto Mechanics being 
taught in Stamford and 
Building Trades being taught 
in Hamlin. 
Students from the top three 
grades from any of the five 
school districts are eligible to 
attend these programs. Bus 
transportation 
has 
been 
made available for 
the 
student to be transported to 
the vocational program of his 
or her choice. The training 


period for each program is 
three hours per day for two 
years. 
Cook said this week that 
most of the vocational classes 
have been filled, but there are 
some 
openings 
in 
the 
Vocational Office Education 
program in Anson. He said 
that if any Hamlin boy or girl 
who has completed Taping I, 
is interested in attending the 
program they should contact 
their school principal. 
In commenting on the 
program, Cook noted that 
under the present structure of 
vocational 
education 
in 
Texas, schools must qualify 
for vocational units ac­ 
cording to the number of 
students who enroll in such 
classes. In rural school areas, 
such 
as 
Jones 
County, 
students are offered only 
limited opportunities for 
vocational education because 
of 
the 
limited 
student 
enrollment in each school.“It 
is 
through 
cooperative 
delivery 
of 
vocational 
education programs on a 
consortium basis that the 
schools of Jones County hope 
to meet the needs of the 
students of the county,” he 
said. 
“It is the goal of this 
program to provide op­ 


portunities for individuals to 
discover and develop their 
vocational 
interest 
and 
abilities and to be assisted 
toward placement in the 
occupation for which they 
have received instruction,” 
Cook said. 
“Vocational education is for 
those individuals who need it, 
want it and are able to profit 
by it,” he added. 
He gave the following brief 
outline of the three programs 
being launched this year in 
Jones County: 
V o c a t i o n a l 
O f f i c e 
Education (Anson) — teaches 
students to become efficient 
office 
workers 
and 
se­ 
cretaries. Typing, short­ 
hand, bookkeeping and of­ 
fice machine instruction are 
emphasized. Office machine 
instruction includes ten-key 
adding machine operation, as 
well as the operation of 
printing 
and 
display 
calculators, duplicators and 
dictaphones. 
Filing 
and 
telephone procedures are 
also stressed. 
Building Trades (Hamlin) 
— teaches students to become 
skilled wood craftsmen. The 
program will complete, start 
to finish, a family home in 
one school year. The in­ 
structor will emphasize such 


skills 
as 
foundations, 
plumbing, wall frame work, 
roofing, door and window

Representatives— 
jurisdiction over the Energy 
Research and Development Ad­ 
ministration alone is shared by 99 
separate congressional panels. 
And we wonder why Congress 
has not come up with a workable 
solution to our energy problem in 
the three years since the Arab oil 
embargo of 1973. We suspect that 
over half of those committees are 
still trying to decide if we have a 
problem.
